Mill H itc h e d to th e M oon 
EMKMHKK the eld admonition to 
“hitch y our wagon to a star” ? 
Caleb Hodgdon did better than that. 
He hitched hist mill to the moon and 
for 111 y ears the moon has been run­ 
ning the mill for him and his descend­ 
ants. 
It was ha-' k in isg.v that 
C a leb, sail­ 
ing down the coast of Maine, reached 
the mouth of the Damariscotta river 
and saw a 40-acre natural pond which 
opened into the river through a very 
narrow outlet. 
This perfect tidal basin 
was filled and emptied twice a day by 
the sea, and since the muon controls 
the tide, it is literally true that Caleb 
Hodgdon hitched his mill to the moon. 
Caleb built a dam and a bridge which 
are still in use today . 
He installed the 
old ty pe undershot waterwheel to run 
ids mill and used It as power for grind­ 
ing grain as welt as sawing lumber. He 
bought acres of timberland, sent crews 
Into the woods to fell the trees, snake 
them down to the river with oxen, then 
at high tide float them info his mil! 
pond. 
Next lie added a shipy ard and 
built ships from the lumber which he 
had sawed. 
Later generations of Hodgdons con­ 
tinued to operate the mill and shipy ard, 
and one of the products of the latter 
was 
the 
schooner, 
Bowdoln, 
which 
Commander Donald It. MacMillan’used 
In his Arctic explorations. Later Hodg­ 
dons also replaced the undershot water- 
wheel with a turbine but the principle 
of operation of the mill is the same 
with it as with the waterwheel. 
When 
the tide rises, it forces open the gates 
in the dam which Caleb built and fills 
the pond. 
When the tide is on the ebb 
the doors automatically close and the 
w ater is prevented from flowing out of 
the pond except through the turbines 
of the mill. 
Go to East Boothbay , Maine, today 
and y ou can see the mill which Caleb 
Htalgdun built and hitched to the moon.
